The invention serves as a means or iaciiiiaiing breathing in patients who 
as a result of colds, fevers or other reasons cannot breathe easily through the (5) 
nose, and [this] is essentially made possible with [the use of a] tailor-made 
saddle piece, measured to fit on the bridge of the nose that consists of two hooks 
grasping into the nostrils, by means of a belt (10} worn wrapped around the head 
and which can be lifted up as needed. 

In this manner, the tip of the nose can be raised and breathing facilitated 
through mechanical means, so that harmful inhalation through the mouth may 
possibly be avoided. (15)

A bandage for the facilitation of breathing {20) disorders, characterized by a 
tailor-made saddle piece that fits-on the bridge of the nose and has two hooks 
thai grasp into the nostrils , whicrrthrough the aid of a belt worn around the head 
can be (25) lifted up as needed.

7he invention has as its purpose the alleviation of breathing difficulties for those who are sick as 
the result of cold, fever, or for other reasons, and, who as a result cannot breathe through the 
nose easily. The invention consists of a piece fitted to the bridge of the nose with two hooks 
which hock into the nostrils. This apparatus is worn on the head by means of a strap which goes 
around the head and which can be pulled up if necessary. 

In this way the tip of the nose can be pulled upward and breathing can be made easier, hi order 
that the injurious breathing through the mouth may be avoided when possible. 

In the drawing is an example of one way in which the apparatus can be constructed. 

Patent Claim (Patent Anspruch) 

Bandage for the alleviation of breathing difficulty, characterized by a piece fitted on the bridge of 
the nose and two hooks that hook into the nostrils. The bandage is worn on the head by means of 
a belt which also allows it to be pulled up when necessary.

Bandage For Alleviating Breathing DiflkuJties.

The invention has the purpose of facilitating breathing in ill persons who, because of a cold, fever 
or for other reasons are not able to easily breathe through their nose, and is essentially characterized in that 
a saddle piece, which is adapted to the bridge of the nose and is provided with two hooks that insert into the 
nostrils, is worn by means of itraps placed around the head and can be pulled upward if needed 

In this manner the nose tip can be pulled up and breathing can be facilitated mechanically making 
it possible to avoid harmful breathing through the mouth. ' 

The drawing shows an exemplary embodiment of this bandage. 

PATENT CLAIM: 

Bandage for alleviating breathing difficulties, characterized by a saddle piece adapred to the bridge 
of the nose with two hooks inserting into the sides of the nose, where said saddle piece is retained by 
means of straps placed around the head and is pulled upward as needed.
